Washington, March 21 (9:35 a. in.)—President 
Wilson this morning called an extra session of con­ 
gress for April 2. The purpose is to take action 
declaring that a state of war admittedly exists with 
Germany. 
Congress w ill probably be asked to declare that a# 
state of war has existed since the date when German (J 
submarines began warlike operations against Ameri­ 
can commerce and sunk without warning American, 
ships. 
In his proclamation calling congress together 
the president states that it is for the purpose of re­ 
ceiving a proclamation from him concerning “grave 
questions of international policy.” 
His proclamation does not state specifically that 
the president considers a state of war exists, hut 
leaves it for discussion and action by congress.

David D. Overton, the former eoun- 
tv clerk, under death sentence for 
the murder of Judge W. T. Lawler, 
was shot to death in a Birmingham 
suburb 
last 
night by a sheriff’s 
posse sent out to capture him and 
six other prisoners 
who 
escaped 
from tile county jail early in the 
day. 
In a battle between the posse and 
t he prisoners, Tony Maline, another 
convicted murderer, also was killed, 
and J. L. Lathern, held on a forgery 
charge, 
was 
seriously 
wounded. 
The other convicts escaped. 
About fifty shots were exchanged 
during the fight, which took place 
in a briar thicket near Birmingham 
college. 
The posse 
was 
notified 
that the prisoners were hiding in a 
thicket and sent six 
deputies 
to 
round them up . Overton and his 
companions at first attem pted to 
escape and then, at a command to 
halt, began firing. 
The posse re­ 
plied and several minutes of firing; 
followed before the 
convicts 
re­ 
treated into the darkness, leaving 
their three wounded behind. 
The battle was 
scarcely 
more 
sensational or dram atic than the 
jail delivery to which it was the 
sequence.
